A rumour 
has been Intely current that ‘Tren is 
now really likely to go North, and that

The 
rapid rte of te ntor, whois a devoted 
follower of Li, lends’ colour to the re- 
port; ho is alikely man to got tho post 
it only sooms doubtfal whether ‘Tson 
will care to leave. ‘Tsou is already, 
Without question, tho most: powerfal 
and most influential Chinaman in tho 
empire. He has nothing to gain by 
going to Poking, but tho inconse of 
murt flattery; whoreas ho loses tho 
substantial powor of his present office. 
Ho exorts as much influonco at presont 
aa he could do in tho enpital. Ho 
works socrotlybut surely; nover aitrct 
ing ov concentrating upon himself tho 
oyes of tho world, as doos his ally Li, 
but always making good bis points. It 
does not always appear how; bat, some: 
how or other, be is always in the van,

‘Ting, on tho contrary, bis heir pro- 
sumptivo to tho vico-rogal chair, is the 
actual inventor of this bugbear.

But it was he who, when 
Taotai of Shanghai, first ovoked its aid 
to upsot the Pootung telegraph scheme, 
and relied on it in his despatches, as 
fan argamont and an excuse. Ho has 
nequired a reputation in somo quarters 
for liberality; but, as wo romarked 
some timo ago, it is not, wo fear, woll 
founded. A comparison’ of hin deods 
with his words does not support a 
favourable view. Some of tho most 
foolish proclamations that hare over 
met tho eyes of forcigners having been 
issued in his jurisdiction, d 
tomaro of oflico—somo of them by 
orders, most by his consont, and ot a 
few originnted by his subordinates to 
ingratiate thomselves with him. ‘They |
